.Institute. A selection of music open- 
ed the session, Devotional Exercises 
following, conducted by Rev. H. E. 
Wieand of the Lutheran Church of 
Bedford. 
A short discussion on the 
Parables of the Sower was given in 
connection with the scripture read- 
ing, Holy, Holy, Holy, a fitting musi- 
cal selection closing the introductory 
part of the program. 


The lectural part of the program 
was begun through Dr. Arthur H.

education produced. "The chief aim 
should be determined by the greatest 
need in society. There is a vast dif- 
f ereneei between what society needs 
and wjiat it wants. He emphasized 
this1 view ' that" the greatest need 
should determine our aim in educa- 
tion. 
Some of our citizens merely 
want "their sons to be good men, 
merely good men, nothing more. 
It 


is an humble view and a good one. 
Many Tvomen would sell their souls 
merely for social standing.

Peach trees heal most readilj 
of any kind of trees I grow.

across the tree, and they heal quite 
quickly when the tree is vigorous. 
You cannot apply material on peach 
rees as easily as you can on apple, 
•ear and quince, for the reason that 
here is so much gum comes from the 
leach tree that the material will not 
tick to it.

Piano in Balloon Plight 


Indianapolis viewed a novel flight 


last fall, when a coal-gas balloon of 
80,000 cu. ft. capacity carried a play- 
er piano, a young society woman of 
that city as performer, and a licensed 
aeionaut to a height of 3,000 feet, 
and landed seven miles from the 
starting point. The piano, platform, 
six bags of ballast and the two pas- 


weighed nearly 1,800 pounds. 


At the height of 1,500 feet the bal- 
loon struck a current of cold air 
which caused a rapid descent, but 
after sufficient ballast had been dis- 
carded, the balloon again rose and 
attained the elevation of 3,000 feet. 
No difference in the tone of the piano 
was noted, except that when the high- 
est point was reached, the bass notes 
when struck, vibrated until the whole 
bag shook.

derful history of Rome from 733 B. 
C. to his day. It was truly a great 
work, but he drew on his imagination 
in, an unwarranted way. There were 
no written records on early Roman 
History. 
There was tradition only, 
and this woven into the great work 
makes it of no historic interest from 
a viewpoint of accuracy. The style 
was interesting, as LUy observed 
was a necessity, but not dependable. 
It is not said that all parts are inac- 
curate, not that, neither should stu- 
dents disbelieve all the author has 
written; but, they should keep- in 
mind that there is such a feature as 
misguided patriotism. 
It is a good 
thing to boast on one's home com- 
munity, but at the same time we 
should have the power of discrimina- 
tion aod have a sense of modernism 
that it is not all right, that it has no 
defects, for common sense in this 
generation teaches that, it Is not true. 
There are some who wotild not say 
an evil word about those with whom 
they are employed for fear of being 
Sicked out of employment. Is it not 
reasonable to believe that some his- 
torians are afraid to tell some truths 
atiout their country in 'fear of being 
alienated in the good will and lose 
the favor of their countrymen? 
Some books may be written by ig- 
norant writers;,others-'may be writ- 
ten guided by the hand and power of 
prejudice. 
Still others may be pro- 
' duced that they may favorably sell; 
and last in order of discussion, is it 
oiot true that many may be written in 
The spirit of misguided confidence? 
The War with Mexico in 1846 is re- 
lated in history, but few authors ad- 
mit lhat we fought it with shame to 
ourselves as a nation, and while these 
liiitorical writers do not confess this 
fact, other men of prominence such 
as General Grant have said it was a 
war of uselessness. 
Failure to get acquainted with the 
people creates this prejudice. 
So 
long as the North and South did not 
intermingle in travel, so . long they 
remained/as enemies. A new spirit 
-Tttas"~got-een hold of both Nckrtb. and 
South, England and America since 
touring of the citizens from each sec- 
tion has begun. This is a period of 
travel, and the increase of travel 
means the decrease of prejudice. 
John Bach McMaster of Pennsyl- 
vania University has Just completed 
his new work on American History. 
It is to be hoped that this history 
may not be found weak. If it lives 
through the attempt of critics who 
find no instance of the author's ignor- 
ance ia any part; that he did not ex- 
ercise prejudice; that he did not 
write it merely to sell; or, that he 
has shown no semblance of misguid- 
ed confidence, then it will live as a 
history suitable for any study with- 
out restriction to any people in any 
portion, of our land. 


Lee was taught at West Point that 
a state had a right to secede; he was 
taught loyalty to his state and what 
else could one expect of a man pre- 
pared for war, but to accept a com- 
mandersuip when offered, to consent 
1o his state, which he idolized, when 
it chose to secede. Northern writers 
seldom give the man his full credit; 
but in the future, the broad intelli- 
gence of a people who have learned 
to wipe out prejudice, will expect 
writers to give both arguments to 
all questions international or other- 
wise, equal consideration. Narrow- 
mindedness can see one side only. 
Teach the boys and girls to be broad- 
minded, to see that many things are 
not related in books, and that our 
own ideas must be balanced ur, with 
our

do not. Numbers are not mental pic- 
tures of things. They merely suggest 
the number idea to the child mind. 
The fourth -important matter to keep 
in mind is that numbers are not fig- 
ures. 
The number is not identical 
with figures, the latter being merely 
symbols of things, symbols of num- 
bers as the word on the paper is a 
symbol of the animal referred to. 
Counting does not consist in saying 
the names of the figures. The first 
essential therefore in teaching arith- 
mteic is a correct conception of num- 
ber. Two and three are five is true, 
but true only when they are placed 
together, that is, when two objects 
and -three objects of the same kind 
be grouped. Therefore care must be 
employed that truths be told when 
numbers are taught. 
Dr. Gortner's belief was expressed 
that long division be taught before 
short division. He did not elaborate, 
merely requested teachers to experi- 
ment in this theory. 
Dr. Smith, author of arithmetics 
commonly known as authority, was 
quoted when the speaker suggested 
that what subjects in arithmetic be 
omitted in our teaching.

Several selections of music were 
enjoyed and then Dr. Van Ormer re- 
sumed the discussion he left incom- 
plete in the forenoon.

He had already presented four an- 
swers to the child question,—first, 
that the child is naturally bad; sec- 
ond, that he is naturally good; third,' 
he is like a sheet of white paper, ina- | 
terial upon which an impression can 
easily be made; fourth, he is neither 
aad nor good. The same thought ex- 
tended in the lecture of the morning 
was continued and enlarged in the 
afternoon presentation of his subject. 
There are positive instincts within 
the child; and there are negative in- 
stincts within him. 
His contention 
was that if the positive instincts be 
nurtured and cultivated, then no 
more should be expected than that 
the same child will act positively in 
boyhood and in manhood. Moreover, 
if the negative talents be awakened 
and made to energize in self defense 
or otherwise, then negative traits ot 
character are only to be expected in 
that child's adult life. 
Many illus- 
trations were plainly drawn to illus- 
trate these two arguments of child 
nurture. 
Dr. Harrop—Words and

Ways. Words are like people; they 
grow up; they become gray and die 
and have monuments erected above 
their graves. 
The dictionary illus- 
trates this tact.
